Taxing College Property. 


In our editorial last week we fell into a 
very natural mistake through inadvert- 
ence. The decision’ of the Supreme 
Court in the case df’ Williams College 
houses does not apply to, the Phillips 
Academy houses. By mutual under- 
standing between the assessors of this 
town and the trustees of the Academy, 
taxes have been paid uniformly in the 
case of houses occupied bp tenants at 
will and paying a cash rent, as was the 
case in the contention at Williamstown. 
In other words the Andover usage in 
this particular, anticipated the decision 
of the Supreme Court many years, and 
this phase of the question has not been 
in debate at Andover. _ The trustees of 
Phillips Academy paid taxes within a 
few cents of $1800.00 last year. 

Certain other houses, however, at 
Andover for which no rent is charged, 
and which are occupied by professors 
under assignment as their official resi- 
dences, are not taxed. These houses 
are not included in the Williamstown 
decision. In order to get a decision as 
to these latter houses, if a decision is 
required, a new case would have to be 
made up. It will be seen that the two 
cases are unlike at the points on which 
the recent decision of the court laid 
emphasis. ; 

A recent decision in the, case of 
Brown University exempted from taxes 
a store owned and rented by the col- 
lege in the heart of the city. This we 
understand was under the terdis of the 
college charter, and therefore not nec- 
essarily in conflict with the recent de- 
cision in this state. 

The whole question of the taxation 
of property held. by educational and 
charitable institutions turns in some 
cases on the state constitntion and its 
provisions, in others on the ‘rights and 
immunities guaranteed by specia! char- 
ters and acts of incorporation, and in 
still other cases on general or specific 
acts of legislation. When difficulty 
arises it.is from the application and in- 
terpretation of the law. Neither insti- 
tutions nor individuals are eager to pay 
taxes beyond the requirement of the 
laws as properly interpréted and ap- 
plied. Nor is the question so simple 
as it sometimes seems,

Before next Sabbath Marshal Bailey 
will notify all the druggists in the city 
that, while it islawful for them to keep 
open on Sunday, it is a violation of the 
public statutes. for them to sell soda or 
cigars on the Lord's day.
